Details trickling in from the coast 
cities which were Battered by thé 
quake and then engulfed by a seriés 
of tidal waves afford an idea of the 
real horrors, of the catastrophe. In 
addition to between 1,400 and 1,600 
persons believed to have been killed, 
thousands have been injured. Sur- 
vivors are starving. Cities have been 
razed. Graves were torn open and 
bodies thrown out, spreading pesti- 
lence. 

Small boats and steamers . were 
swept by the tidal waves into the 
streets of Coquimbo and wrecked. Big 
buildings were moved three meters— 
nearly nine feet—by the inpact of the 
great walls of water which surged up 
in the series of tidal waves. 

It is the worst disaster in South 
America in fifty years. 

Railroad communication is cut off 
in many places, impeding the work of 
rushing in food supplies. Only one 
telegraph line is intact to the north. 
Most details of the disaster and fran- 
tic calis for food are being brought 
in by courier. Warships sent with 
food and medicines to the stricken 
ports have sent back radio reports of 
terrible scenes. 

Pestilence Feared. 

What is most feared now is that 
the seismic disaster will ve followed 
by a still more horrible pestilence. 
Bodies of victims lie about streets. 

Caravans to hurry food and medi- 
cines into the stricken areas by land 
are being organized. 

Deaths seem to have been greatest 
at Valienar, where 680 are reported 
killed. Vailenar, Copiapo and Serena 
were totally destroyed. Starvation is 
facing the survivors of these three 
cities. Injured are being treated in 
the streets and left in the open to 
moan and writhe in their agony be- 
cause there ie no place to take them. 

Survivors at Serena were thrown 
into another terror ee by additional 
series of shocks Sunday afternoon. 
Those who were not helpless from 
their injuries fled.

With such an estimate, the 
court said, it had “no reason to dis- 
agree.” Such matters, however, Jus- 
tice Sutherland stated, could not en- 
ter into the decision of the case. “We 
have no function in the matter,” he 
said, “other than to ascertain the will 
of congress and declare it.’ 

The two questions decided by the 
court were whether the general na- 
turalization act of June 29, 1906, was 
limited by the provisions of section 
2169 of the revised statutes, author- 
izing the naturalization of “free white 
persons” and those of African birth 
and descent, and whether, if so limit- 
ed, Japanese were eligible to natural- 
ization. In an exhaustive analysis of 
the history of the legislation the court 
held that section 2169 was in full 
force, and that under it Japanese 
could not obtain citizenship in this 
country. 

Privilege Is Limited. 

The court stated that “in all of 
the naturalization acts from 1790 to 
1906, the privilege of naturalization 
was confined to white persons (with 
the addition of 1870 of those of Afri- 
can nativity and descent) although 
the exact wording of the various stat- 
utes was not always the same.” 

“If congress in 1 »”’ in added, 
“desired to alter a rule so well and so 
long established it may be assumed 
that its purpose would have been 
definitely disclosed and its legis!a- 
tion to that end put in unmistakable 
terms.” 

Declaring that it is the duty of the 
court “to give effect to the intent of 
congress,” the opinion proceeded to 
determine the intent “by xiving the 
words their natural significance.”

COTTON IS SEEN 


New York Financial 
Writer Asserts World Is 
Faced Today With Un-! 
paralleled Shortage.

Washington, November 15.-—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Declar- 
ing -that the world is faced with a 
Shortage of cotton supplies  un- 
paralleled since the civil war, The 
Washington Star this afternoon car- 
ries a signed article by J C. Royle, 
New York financial writer, in whien 
it is asserted 30 cents a pound cot- 
ton is a certainty in the near future, 
and a price of from 35 to 40 cents is 
probable before the next crop becomes 
available, if supply and demand. con- 
tinue to make their laws felt for the 
remainder of the season as they have 
in the last month. 

Quoting figures to show a _ prob- 
able reduction in carry-over stock of 
2,000,000 bales, and a 2,000,000 bale 
shortage of foreign-grown cotton 
faced by Europe, which will be more 
dependent than ever on the American 
supply, tte article foll.ws: 

Great Shortage Faced. 

“The world is faced today ith a 
shortage of cotton supplies unpa- 
ralleled since the civil war. 

“If supply and demand continue to 
make their laws felt for the re- 
mainder of this season as they have 
the last month, 30 cents a pound cot- 
ton 18 a certainty in the near fu- 
ture, and the price of from 35 to 40 
cents is probable before the next crop 
becomes available. That is the gen- 
eral opinion of the best informed 
cotton men in the south and in New 
England as expressed in reports re- 
ceived by wire within the last 24 
hours. 

“Foreign-grown cotton is estimat- 
ed this year at 6,600,000 bales or 
2.000.000 bales less than normal. 
The American crop, according to the 
most accurate authorties, is in the 
neighborhood of 9,500,000 bales of 
lint. or about 10.000,000 bales. in- 
cluding linters. There will be. there- 
fore, approximately 15,000,000 bales 
of American cotton including the 
carry-over from last year of 4,900.- 
000 bales, available f6r the 12 months 
ending next August 1. ? 

“Consumption in the last cotton 
year was 12,800,000 bales. There 
is every reason to believe it will be 
greater this year, but, assuming that 
only 12,000,000 bales will be consum- 
ed this twelvemonth, there would’ re- 
main on August 1, 1923, but 3.000.- 
000 bales. Another million bales 
would be required in August before 
the new crop began to make its ap- 
pearance, 

Big Reduction Seen. 

“This would reduce the stock to 2.- 
000,000 bales or far less than the 
American mills would need as reserve 
stocks. Europe,’ facing a_ shortage 
of 2,000,000 bales of foreign-grown 
cotton, will be even more dependent 
than ever on the American supply. 
Three months ago an eminént British 
authority expressed the belief that 
an 11,000,000 bale American crop 
meant 25-cent cotton at southern 
ports. Since that time the foreign 
crop has dwindled by 1,000,000 bales, 
and the American crop even more. 

“Such an qutlook makes any price 
possible, especially as a large part 
of the current crop has passed into 
the hands of co-operative associations 
and strong holders, who declared to- 
day they would not: sell under 30 
cents. Anything that tends toward 
uncertainty as to next year’s crop 
may lift the price above that figure, 
for it will take two good crops to 
supply the needs of the world and 
provide an adequate surplus.

Passing Recalls.Sensation 
Caused by His Removal 
When Ambassador to 
Vienna. 


Paris, Novenitber .13.—(By the As- 
sociated  Press.)—Bellamy Storer, 
long prominent as an American di- 
plomatist, died last night in a hotel 
here, where he was staying with Mrs, 
Storer. 

Mr. Storer died in his sleep, at 
about midnight. He had been in a 


serious condition for some time. The 
Storers came to Europe about 18 
months ago. They stayed at Cimiez, 
near Nice, last summer, later going 
*o Switzerland and Italy. 

Diplomatic Sensation. 

New York, November 13.—Mr., 
Storer’s death recalls the diplomatic 
sensation of a decade and a half agu 
when he was summarily removed .as 
ambassador at Vienna by the then 
President Roosevelt. ; 

It was Mr. Storer’s wife, who was 
Marie Longworth, of Cincinnati, 
about whom revolved the strife inci- 
dental to the dismissal. She was the 
“My Dear Maria” in the remarkable 
series of letters written by thé late 
president and published by Mrs. Stor- 
er in defense of her contention that 
her husband’s removal had been an in- 
justice. 

It was she, too, who was chareed 
by the president with responsibility 
for the complications which caused 
her husband’s removal. Mr. Roose- 
velt in defense of hig action accused 
Mrs. Storer with having delved too 
deeply in affairs of state and with 
seriously involving the United States 
with the Vatican-in Rome, and with 
the governments of France, Spain 
and Austria-Hungary. 

The Storers and the Roosevelts 
had been intimate friends for many 
years. Mrs. Storer, aunt of Nichol- 
as Longworth, Mr. Roosevelt’s son- 
in-law, was godmother to Kernsit 
Roosevelt, and Mr. Storer had served 
in congress when Mr. Roosevelt was 
a member of the civil service com- 
mission. 


Ill for About a Year. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, November 13.— 
The former ambassador had been in 
ill health about a year. Mr. Storer’s 
wife, Naria Longworth Storer, also 
a former Cincinnatian and an aunt 
of Congressman Nicholas Longworth, 
was with him at the time of his 
death. The Storers had been mak- 
ing® their home in Paris since their 
last visit to the United States about 
three years ago. 

The seat occupied by Mr. Storer 
in congress in 1891 is now occupied 
by his nephew, Nicholas Longworth. 

It was while Mr. Storer was am 
bassador to Austria-Hungary that the 
incident relating to the exchange of 
letters between President Theodore 
Roosevelt and Mrs. Storer, which 
came to be known as the “Dear Ma- 
ria” letters, occurred. They concert- 
ed a breach between Roosevelt and 
the Storers over an interest in the 
proposed elevation of the late Arcl- 
bishop Ireland to a cardinalate.

to study the situation. It is stated 
that Premier Poincare insists upon 
the imposition upon Germany of rigid 
guarantees before everything else. 
' It is’ suggested in one quarter that 
the reparations protlem might be left 
in suspence until the inter-allied con- 
ference at Brussels on the question of 
reparations and inter-allied debts is 
held, but those members of the com- 
mission who can see no ‘good in de- 
laying the present conference are urg- 
ing a decision by the commission. The 
fear of the collapse of the present 
government in Berlin is also consider- 
ed a factor which it is argued should 
hasten some conclusion on the repara- 
tions question. 

The German government tonight 
forwarded a formal note to the repa- 
rations commission in Paris inform- 
ing the commission that the reichs- 
bank is prepared to advance the Ger: 
man government 500,000,000: gold 
marks toward a loan to stabilize the 
mark, provided an equal amount 18 
forthcoming from abroad and subject 
to the conditions proposed by the for- 
eign financial experts who recently 
visited Berlin as essential for the suc- 
cess of the sfabilization project.

Chicago, November 13.—Covering

The action of the wheat market was 
erratic. Pressure to sell was felt on 
all the bulges, and there was a strong 
helief in the bear side but the trade 
inclined to exercise caution and gell 
only on the bulges. The Turkish sit- 
uation was regarded as unfavorable, 
and tended to lend some uneasiness 


causing restriction of bearish opera-. 


tions. There always was enough 
wheat on hand to check th erallies de- 
spite support which came mostly from 
local longs. Most of the purchases 
however, were against sales made in 
Winnipeg. For the first time in 
more than a month there was men- 
tion of hedging pressure and while 
this selling was not big, it was large 
enough to attract attention. It empha- 
sized the big receipts at primary mark- 
ets and confirmed recent reports of 
increased car supply. The increase 
of 1,952,000 bushels in the visible sup- 
ply also was a reminder of incrensed 
receipts and decreasing demand.
